Brutal Beating 
Follows Crying 
Of Child In Crib. 


Hector Damery, Packing Plant Employee, is. 
Arrested On Charge Of Killing Own 
Three-Months’ Babe Because Its 

Whimpering Annoyed Him |

Hector Damery, 23-year-old packing plant employee, was | 
arrested at his home at 11538 67 street, by Detectives Wil. | 
liam McDonald and Murdo Munro of the city homicide squad | 
shortly after 4 p.m. Friday, on a charge of murder. He is| 
alleged to have beaten his three-month-old daughter to death 
because her crying “irritated” him. 


+ The little baby girl, christened 
Laurett- Jeanette, died in her 
| mother's arms in the Royal Alex- | 
| andra hospital shortly after 2 | 
p.m. Frdiay. It is alleged that the | 
child had been brutally beaten | 
by her father about three hours | 
before she died. 
Acting on information given to 
thein by the child’s mother, Mrs. | 
Lucienne Damery, and Dr. R- G.! 
Douglas, who was called to the! 
Damery home shortly after 11 a.m. | 
Friday to attend the child, the two! 
detectives drove in a police squad | 
car to the little home in North Ed- 
monton and arrested the 23-year- 
old father on a charge of murder | 
sworn out by Detective William! 
McDonald. 


CHARGES SWORN 

Actual charge sworn by the de- 
tettive read “that Hector Damery{ 
the accused, at Edmonton. did un- 
lawfully kill and slay one Laurette 
Jeanette Damery.” 

He was taken to the city police 
station where. after a statement 
had been taken. he was locked in 
the cell block. He is under strict 
surveillance. From the time of his| 
arrest until 11 p.m. Friday Turn-| 
key Sam Kennedy kept watch.| 
From 11 p.m. Friday until 7 a.m. 
| Saturday, Turnkey Tom Adams 
| was in charge, and he was relieved 
at 7 am. by Turnkey Bill Lamb. 

Damery reportedly showed no 
emotion when arrested and came to | 
the police station without show of | 
| resistance. After he had been lock-| 
ed in the cells he smoked innum- 
{erable cigarettes which he rolled 
himself with trembling fingers, 
SLEEPS SOUNDLY 

About 10 p.m. the slim, lank+ 
haired man retired to his ceil, and 
according to Tom Adams, who 
watched through the night, he slept 
| soundly. Shortly after 1 a.m. the

It was replaced immediately. 

A few minutes later a drunk was 
brought into the station and locked 
up. The drunk made considerable 
noise. but if Damery heard any- 
jthing he gave no sign.

Contineed from Page One 
jections to the plan stated in your 
letter. 

Your objections appear to be 
as follows: 

1, That the plan submerges the 
identity of the major parties and 
sets up a new political party. 

The resolution does not suggest 
this in any way. The whole in- 
tent of the plan is that the or- 
ganizations of the major parties 
shall remain in existence and 
shall continue to function, but 
that they shall work in co-opera- 
tion in selecting joint candidctes 
in the next provincial election. 
The proposed Executive Council 
is the body which will bring 
about such co-operation. | 

2. That the plan requires the 
selection of a single leader for 
the co-operating parties. 

This is the case, but the plan 
does not require the retirement 
of the leaders of the parties. We 
submit that it will be necessary 
to have a single leader for the 
co-operating parties in the next 
election, and the resolution ap- 
proves of the Council deciding 
upon the time and method of the 
selection of the joint leader. The 
method should, of course, be sat- 
isfactory to a majority of the con- 
stituencies. 

3. That constituency autonomy 
is not recognized in the plan. 

This is not the case. The 
resolution simply ‘says that the 
Council will assist in calling 
conventions. There is no inten- 
tion of interfering in a con- 
stituency except in case of dis- 
agreement. in which event the 
Council will decide which candi- 
date it will support, the party 
leaders having agreed to accept 
as binding the decisions of the 
Council 

4. In a statement Mr. E. L. 
Gray gave to the press on the 
23rd instant he raised another 
Objection to the plan which is 
not stated in your letter. Mr. 
Gray explained that he has 
throughout advocated an Advis- 
ory Council only, and that he 
does not approve of an Executive 
Council. 

We feel satisfied thet an 
Advisory Council will not bring 
about the co-operation between 
the parties that is desirable. To 
achieve such co-operation it is 
essential to have an Executive 
Council ‘with authority to act in 
case some constituencies are un- 
able to agree on co-operative 
action. In any co-operative 
movement disputes are bound to 

arise, and unless there is some 
method provided for settling dis- 
putes the movement will fail. In 
view of Mr. Gray's many state- 
ments favoring a Central Coun- 
cil the Executive Couneil ~~ 

oposed as the body to whi 
iisputes would be referred, end 
it will be totally ineffective un- 
less it has some authority. 

We understand that objection 
is also being raised to the Peo- 
ples’ League being represented in 
the unity plan, As to the part to 
be played by the Peoples’ Lea- 
gue, I would remind you thet the 
League has always stated thet it 
has no desire to enter politics. It 
has attempted to act as @ unify- 
ing force, and if a scheme of 
united action is devised accept- 
able to the three major political 
parties the scheme will be quite 
acceptable to the League. The 
League does not desire represent- 
ation on the Central Council if 
its presence there is not in the 
interests of unity. 

We urge you to reconsider this 
matter and to submit whatever 
alternative proposal you care to 
make. if possible by December 
8th. Your views on the subject of 
united action will be welcomed 
by the three groups represented 
at the meeting on the 19th instant. 

This letter has been approved 
by both Mr. R. G. Reid and Mr. 
D. M. Duggan. It is being handed 
to the press at the same time that 
it is beng sent to you.

AN AERIAL VIEW OF THE 


HORSESHOE POWER PLANT. 


ICTURED above is an aerial view of the HORSESHOE 
FALLS PLANT of Calgary Power Company ... on the 
Bow River sixteen miles up-stream from the Ghost Dam. 


At this point the river formerly flowed through a deep gorge 
to fall some twenty-five feet from a horseshoe - shaped ledge. 
The dam was built across the gorge upon this rock ledge, and 
together with the natural fall, produces an operating head 


of 73 feet. 


The dam is of the solid concrete gravity type with an 
inspection and drainage tunnel. There are 140 feet of overflow 
and spillway section... four stop log sluices and four hydraul- 


ically operated sluice gates. 


Reference to the photograph will show the overflow spill- 
way on the right ... the sluice gate house in center, and adjacent 
to it the head gate structure where water is admitted to four 
steel penstocks, two of 12 feet and two of 9 feet diameter. These 
penstocks lead to the Power House which contains the generat- 
ing equipment, switching equipment and transformers. 


The operation of Horseshoe Falls Plant is closely linked 
with that of the Kananaskis and Ghost Plants, and all the 
system load dispatching for these inter-connected plants is

The brief follows, in part: 


PROTEST “DOLE” 

“Before dealing in detail with 
the proposed contract, we desire to 
register our emphatic objections to 
the proposal to carry on unemploy- 
ment relief administration in the 
same old way. We had hoped that 
some definite policy of work rather | 
than a “dole” would have been | 
formulated by our senior govern. | 
ments, to be financed entirely by | 
them. | 

“We are of the opinion that our | 
unemployed, in the main, would | 
sooner work than accept public | 
hand outs and we most emphatic- | 
ally protest against the continuance 
of a pernicious system of misguid- 
ed paternalism which is gradually 
forcing a considerable proportion of 
our people into the category of per- | 
manent mendicants. 

“We would therefore respect- 
fally suggest to our provincial 
authorities that they demand of 
the Dominion government a new 
deal which will make it possible 
for all able bodied unemployed to 
secure work at a fair and reason- | 
able rate of pay, thereby remov- 
ing them from the classification 
of relief recipients and making 


them once more self-supporting | 


citizens. 

“We desire to reiterate our pre- 
vious decisions that the present un- 
employment situation is national in 
its scope and in its effect and 
should be administered on a na- 
tional basis, with a minimum cost 
to all Canadian municipalities. For 
eight years our cities have been 
forced to not only administer re- 
lief but also to assume financial 
responsibilities in connection there- 
with far beyond their ability to 
pay. As a result, most cities find 
themselves financially embarrassed, 
taxes on real property have been 
increased beyond all reason, huge 
bills of deferred maintenance have 
been built up and a condition of 
near-insolvency has resulted. 


UNFAIR LOAD 


“We therefore demand that our! 
senior governments make early 
arrangements to relieve us of this 
unfair load, either by providing | 
sufficient government-financed 
vorks to reduce relief rolls to a 
minimum, or by assuming the en- 
tire responsibility for the adminis- 
tration of unemployment relief. 

“Pending this change, we request, 
that the percentage system of pay- 
ng relief costs be re-established 
ynd that the cities’ share of such 
yutlays be not greater than 20 per 
cent. At the present time the cities 
f Saskatchewan and British Col-| 
imbia are on this basis and we fail 
to see why we should not be treat- 
ed in a similar fashion. 

“We have been informed by our | 
Provincial officials that they have 
been unable to secure as generous 
treatment from the federal au- 
thorities as that extended to S:s- 
katchewan and British Columbia. 
If that charge is correct, we de- 
sire to emphatically protest 
against such discrimination. Al- 
berta cities 2re in no better fin- 
ancial position to assume heavy 
relief costs than are the citics of 
the two provinces mentioned and 
there are no legitimate reasons 
why we should have to do so. 
“We have also been advised that

WHICH WAY? 

Tax collections in Edmonton up to date war- 
rant an expectation that the total taken in dur- 
ing the year on current account and arrears 
account will reach 104 per cent of the year's 
levy. The amount collected under the heading 
of arrears does not, however, represent accur- 
ately the amount of back taxes paid up. A per- 
centage of this money, perhaps a large per- 
centage, is in liquidation of penalties imposed 
upon property-owners who couldn't pay or 
wouldn't pay when the taxes of former years 
fell due. It is entirely possible that collections, 
including penalties, might run to 120 per cent 
of a year’s levy and still the year close with 
more taxes outstanding than when it began. 

What should be got out is a statement show- 
ing whether during the year the arrears col- 
lected, less penalties paid, is more or less than 
the arrears charged up during the year. That 
would show which way the tide is running, 
whether arrears are really diminishing or 
accumulating, and whether more property is 
getting out of the “red” than is getting in. That 
is the matter of fundamental importance. 


NOT JUST YET 

A Tokyo newspaper of large circulation and 
wide influence wants Japan to start a “Holy 
war” against Great Britain, with the object of 
crushing British influence “in all Asia.” That 
somewhat ambitious program will not be under- 
taken just yet. It may lie in the farther reaches 
of Japanese expansionist policy, as framed and 
ordered by the military caste. 

But at present the war-makers are helping 
quite effectively to postpone, and perhaps de- 
feat, such distant objectives. They are following 
the illustrious example of Mussolini in bank- 
rupting their country to obtain suzerainty over a 
territory from which it is impossible that it 
should collect the costs of the enterprise. As the 
people of Italy are paying for the conquest of 
Abyssinia, it is the people of Japan who will 
have to pay for the conquest of poverty-ridden 
China, 

And there is the same likelihood in the one 
case as in the other, that after two or three de- 
cades.of war taxes the taxpayers will dump the 
war-makers overboard, join the democracies of 
the world, and decide to “live and let live.” 


SNOWPLOWS FOR ENGLAND? 

What is this? A Montreal firm is shipping 
300 snowplows to England. No, they are not 
to be re-shipped to Norway or Siberia. They are 
to be kept on hand to plow out the English high- 
ways when these get blocked with snow. A 
storm last winter closed the roads for five days 
and convinced the authorities they had better 
get some equipment in case the thing should 
occur again, perhaps at a time when they may 
want to move troops and guns about the country 
in a hurry. 

Canadians, recalling Kipling’s poetical allu- 
sion to “Our Lady of the Snows,” and the rather 
unfeeling way some English papers told us to 
not get hot about it, will be interested in this 
snowplow shipment to England. They will await 
with particular.interest to see what observa- 
tions the London papers may have to offer on 
the importation of snowplows into Kipling's 
homeland. 

And, by the way, if that Montreal firm is 
alive to its opportunities it might do some busi- 
ness with Victoria, B.C. at this juncture; the 
tradition of “Canada’s winter playground”—golf 
course and all—having been buried under eight 
inches of snow the other day. 


NO PROFIT IN DELAY 

Colénel McLeod, of the Creditors’ Arrange- 
ment Board, disappointed the hopes of a C.P.R. 
solicitor at Wetaskiwin when he told him it was 
useless to ask for six per cent interest on loans; 
that five per cent was the most that would be 
allowed, 

Six per cent on farm loans and deferred pay- 
ments for farm property is a moderate rate, 
compared to rates that have been common on 
these classes of debts and which are stil] being 
charged up for collection when the moratorium 
fs lifted. The C.P.R. is one of the largest credi- 
tors in respect to these classes of debt contracts, 
nd has been known as a considerate creditor 
where debtors were in hard circumstances. 

Pojnt-blank refusal to consider anything 

than five per cent in arranging settle- 
ments in which that company is involved should 
serve as notice to other creditors that they are 
only deceiving themselves in expecting to be 
allowed to demand more. That being the case, 
the point suggests itself that creditors would be 
well advised to go shead and make settlements 
with their debtors on this basis, without waiting 
for the Board to order this to be done. 

It is to nobody's interest to prolong the debt 
deadlock, and it is going to take a long time to 
clear up the situation if farm debts generally are 
Jeft as they stand until the Board can get around 
@e dealing with each particulas case.

Alberta’s Oldest Newspaper 


SUPPRESSION BESPEAKS FEAR |Current Comment 


One of Japan’s first acts in the conquered 
northern provinces involves an attack upon the 
five leading Chinese newspapers of Shanghai 
and the surrounding district. All are to be pro- 
scribed. Japan is very strong. It can endure 
everything, in fact, but the truth, and any paper 
daring to tell the truth about its campaign of 
barbarism in China at once feels the scourge of 
the enraged offender. 

These Chinese editors cannot be accused of 
having stirred up war passion in their country. 
Their crime consists in urging their fellow- 
countrymen to resist Japan’s ambition to put 
China to the sword. To have earned such sig- 
nal persecution from the invader is an admis- 
sion that their advocacy was successful. Sup- 
pression is the evidence of fear. 

Tokyo should realize, if her arrogance has not 
swallowed up all her humility, that not all the 
guns of Nippon can avail to hush the stil] small 
voice of reason with which these newspapermen 
spoke to the world’s conscience. 


FEDERAL GRANTS 


Naturally, neither the Provincial Govern- 
ment nor the mayors of Alberta cities approve 
the proposal of the Dominion Government to 
cut down its monthly grant of relief money to 
the province from $130,000 to $125,000. The 
$5,000 reduction would not be a serious matter 
in itself; but it would establish the poiat that the 
time has come to start “tapering off’ the fed- 
eral contributions, and with the employment 
situation showing little improvement over last 
year the Alberta authorities cannot admit that 
claim. 

Besides, there is a very positive and growing 
feeling in Alberta that the Dominion has never 
borne as large a share of the relief burden as it 
should have borne, that in the main this should 
be a federal responsibility, and that provinces 
and municipalities have been compelled to levy 
taxes and borrow money to pay costs not proper- 
ly chargeable to them. 

A good case can be made out for this claim, 
but it has no bearing on the matter at issue. The 
Dominion could not “take over’ Alberta’s re- 
lief burden without doing the same for the 
other provinces, and the fact is the other prov- 
inces have made no serious demand that it do 
so. A continuance of the three-way division of 
costs is all that can be looked for at present, 
and the issue simply is whether Alberta is to 
receive as much help as it has rereived, the 
amount of relief required being ‘aken into 
account. 

On that question, it is not to be overlooked 
that — even with the proposed reduction — 
Alberta would be getting substantially more 
federal money this winter than it got in the 
winter of 1934-5, when unemployment was con- 
siderably more prevalent and those needing re- 
lief were more numerous.

DENOUNCING JAPAN 

Japan has been denounced as a treaty-breaker 
by the nations which signed the Nine-Power 
agreement with her.

SLUMP OR RECOVERY? 

Everywhere it appears that the ascertainable 
facts of industry and commerce are either 
favorable or not badly unfavorable. Given a 
buoyant psychology, further progress in the 
world as a whole, and maintenance of substan- 
tially the present level of activity in Great Brit- 
ain, could be predicted with some assurance. 
But a buoyant psychology is just what is lacking. 
The economic factors are very much better than 
in 1929. But the international political position 
is incomparably worse. It is questionable wheth- 
er the world can afford even a minor setback to 
economic recovery at a time when political ten- 
sion is already almost unbearable. Relaxation 
of this tension thus becomes an economic as well 
as a political imperative. This is not merely the 
major prescription for maintaining recovery, 
but almost the only one; for, in the paradoxical 
state of our present affairs, the more familiar 
economic remedies are not immediately appli- 
cable. Money can hardly be made cheaper; nor 
can public works plans be put into operation 
while there is still a shortage of labor. Every 
finger, economic as well as political, thus points 
to the single conclusion: it should be the supreme 
task of governments, in the interests of pros- 
perity no less than of peace, to bring the present 
international uncertainties to an end.—The 
Economist, London, 


FARM BOY DONS A CROWN 


James Sebastian of Wembley, Alberta, is 17 
years of age, but he ascends the throne as 
Wheat King of Canada. Alberta is accustomed 
to World Wheat Kings, titles won by seasoned 
farmers at the international exhibition held an- 
nually in Chicago, but youth is asserting itself 
in that province, as elsewhere. The young 
Wheat King won his title at the Royal Winter 
Fair, where he exhibited in the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Clubs section and in the open class. 

This boy’s success will be encouraging to 
other junior farmers who are taking so keen an 
interest in agriculture. It may be assumed that 
James Sebastian has under his own direction a 
plot of land given him by his father to do with 
as he pleased. That is the plan becoming popu- 
lar throughout Canada, and it is a splendid plan. 
Youth is invading the exhibitions and carrying 
off its share of the prizes for all products of the 
farm. 

This example will be contagious. The father- 
and-son combination—and mother and daughter 
in their own sphere—is a new featurerin Cana- 
dian rural life, and it is the greatest thing that 
ever has happened to agriculture in this country. 
Any boy may aspire to succeed James Sebas- 
tian as Canada's Wheat King, and this is a species 
of royalty that should be acceptable in any 
democracy.—Toronto Globe. 


LIVE AND LET LIVE 


Both Britain and the United States have de- 
clared their policy of non-interference. If we 
are to get on together in this world there must 
be a policy of give-and-take, or live-and-let- 
live. This is just exactly what some of the up- 
setting nations today are determined not to do. 
Japan is the last to copy their model. She has 
again and again said that her object in China is 
to compel the Chinese to renounce their anti- 
Japanese feeling, that she loves China with all 
her heart, and she is going to make Chiria love 
her in return. It is rather forceful wooing and 
hardly calculated to light much love in Chinese 
hearts. 

The Brussels Conference replies to this art- 
less argument. While Japan says she is “ani- 
mated by the desire to modify the policies of the 
Chinese government, the delegates consider it 
their duty to remark, that there exists no prin- 
ciple of law authorizing the intervention of the 
armed forces of one country into the domestic 
aflairs of another country, and that the general 
acceptance of such a thesis would inevitably lead 
to continual conffict.” 

Of course Italy backed away from that and 
refused to agree to condemn herself, but if that 
principle is not re-established in the world, then 
reason ceases to act between nations and the big 
stick is to come back like the club of the cave 
man.—Halifax Chronicle,

Cauliflower is probably the most easily 
digested member of the cabbage family. As Mark 
Twain said, “Cauliflower is only cabbage with a 
college education.” The succulent, compact 
white head of cauliflower which you obtain so 
readily at the market represents many centuries 
of patient cultivation and selection. It was 
grown for hundreds of years in the countries 
around the Mediterranean before it found its way 
into England and Holland where it received its 
final degree of culture. 

In selecting a cauliflower, choose one on 
which the outer green leaves appear crisp and 
fresh. The head should have a smooth, white 
texture, Yellow, dark brown, or green spots 
indicate an inferior quality. 

Cauliflower looks as though it were a starchy 
vegetable, but as a matter of fact it does not 
contain any more starch than cabbage, although 
it does contain a little more protein. The 
principal minerals are potassium, phosphorous, 
magnesium and sulphur. Cooked cauliflower 
is a fairly good source of Vitamin B. . 

You will find cauliflower will cook in about 
twenty minutes in a closely covered pan. When 
it is tender, any remaining fluid should be drain- 
ed off, and the vegetable seasoned with butter 
just before it is eaten. 


BROCCOLI 


Broceoli is probably the original form of 
cauliflower. Both of these vegetables may be 
considered as cabbage blossoms, which have 
been developed into pleasing and nourishing 
foods by cultivation. 

Broccoli has a slightly stronger flavor than 
cauliflower and is a little more difficult to 
digest, but provides us with a good green vege- 
table during the winter months, when other 
greens are likely to be scarce. 

It is very pleasing when boiled in a small 
amount of salted water and served with either 
butter or olive oil. Once you become accustom- 
ed to the flavor you will probably enjoy it. 
Broccoli, being a little more fibrous than cauli- 
flower, requires a cooking time about five min- 
utes longer. Before cooking, try soaking this 
vegetable for one-half hour in salt water. This 
will remove any small insects which may be 
present, providing plenty of water is used. The 
vegetable may then be rinsed and cleansed in 
fresh running water. 

BRUSSELS SPROUTS 

Those in good health will find that brussels 
sprouts will add variety to the winter menu by 
providing another vegetable. The sprouts rep- 
resent one of the many special varieties of cab- 
bage. The plant was first cultivated in Belgium 
during the Thirteenth Century but is now a 
favorite in every temperate climate. A brussels 
sprout closely resembles a very small head of 
cabbage, being only about an inch in diameter. 

Remove the outer leaves before cooking and 
examine each specimen to make sure it is in 
good condition. The cooking period must be 
continued only long enough to make the sprouts 
tender—the flavor is spoiled if they are cooked 
too long. 

If you are wondering what vegetable to have 
for lunch or dinner, try one of the three men- 
tioned in this article.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Miss Olanda W. writes: “Have 
been troubled by the appearance of ulcers in 
my throat. These cause me considerable dis- 
tress, inasmuch as my position requires that I 
meet the public and keep talking all day. I 
went to a doctor who said I had a septic sore 
throat and told me to gargle once a day with 
warm water and that the condition would clear 
up of itself. Inasmuch as I am not improving, 
I would appreciate your telling me what to do.” 

ANSWER: Without having an opportunity to 
examine you, it is difficult for me to tell you 
definitely whether you have the condition known 
as septic sore throat. As a general rule, in a 
case of this kind, the patient undergoes symp- 
toms more severe than those you describe, such 
as chills, a high température, general aching, 
headache and nausea, in addition to the throat 
symptoms. Usually, the patient is advised to 
go to bed and to refrain from talking, when this 
disease is actually present. General eliminative 
measures are to be used. The local treatment 
given to the throat must be prescribed by the 
doctor in charge of the case. Some physicians 
advocate a solution of silver nitrate and others 
advise guaiacol in olive oil, or the use of a warm 
alkaline solution. Judging from the advice 
given you by your physician it is quite likely 
that you have not developed a septic sore throat, 
perhaps you misunderstood the diagnosis. In- 
asmuch as your position requires the constant 
use of the voice in talking, it might be advisable 
to stay home for a few days, as this would give 
the ulcers a better opportunity to heal. The 
best advice I may give you is to return to your 
physician and to inform him of your failure to 
improve. Upon re-examination of the throat, he 
will probably provide you with additional advice.

“Battle” airplanes are’ being as- 
sembled and where production of | 
the first complete airplane will 
come within the next two or three 
months. It is probably the biggest 
aviation factory in Europe. 

Five big new factories near Birm- 


ingham and Coventry are designed 
to make the resources of the British 
motor-car industry available for 
the production of armaments when 
the need arises. 

The government keeps secret the 
number of men employed in these 
new plants but it is known that by 
the end of the year thousands of 
men will have been trained so that 
when wanted they can take their) 
places in the new industry.

of new British merchant ships to 
ascertain their suitability and ad- 
aptability to defence. 

The Admiralty is recording de- 
tails of British vessels under con- 
struction and classifying them ac-| 
cording to speed, bunker space, 
type of construction and suitability 
for gun mountings. 

At the same time officers of mer.

A Day in Canadian History

Our great grandfathers and gre: 
grandmothers had the habit when 
ever disaster came to them of hold 
ing services of prayer and humilis - 
tion, just as in days of victory or 
of good news nationally they held 
services of thanksgiving. Thes: 
days of prayer and supplication for 
God’s guidance through the then 
Present peril were generaly obser\- 
ed.

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This breed is distinctly German, 
and is what one might call a manu- 
factured one. If one searches for 
its remote ancestry, unsatisfied with 
the good qualities of the breed as 
we know it today, he probably will 
be disappointed. We owe the breed 
to @ man living in Apolda, near 
Hamburg, Germany. He was dog 
catcher and assistant tax-collector 
in the town. He was more or less 
a town character, and well liked. 
Desiring to breed a dog somewhat 
smaller than the German Shepherd 
and with a shorter coat, he de- 
veloped the Doberman Pinscher. 

Although Doberman, who lived 
from 1834 to 1894, gave his name 
to the breed and did much for it, 
he did not really establish it. This 
was done by one Stegmann, who 
crossed German cattle dogs he 
liked, and with the help of Dober- 
man succeeded in producing the 
Doberman Pinscher more or less as 
we know him today. Just what 
breeds were used is somewhat of a 
mystery, but there is no doubt that 
the blood of the Rottweiler-—a 
breed which recently has been 
recognized in this country—and the 
German Shepherd was dominant. 
It has been claimed that the Dober- 
man Pinscher was the first breed 
used for police work in Germany, 
but there seems to be no evidence 
to support the claim. 


DOING GOOD WORK 

It is amusing to listen to the 
fanciers of various Germanic 
breeds assert that their favorite 
was the first dog used as aid to the 
officers of the law. Be that as it 
may, it cannot be denied that the 
breed which takes its name from 
the dog catcher in that ancient 
North German town has done, and 
is still doing, good work in this 
field, not only in Germany, but in 
many other countries. The first 
Dobermans were rather coarse and 
far from the trim, smart-looking 
animal we know today. 

This was due in large measure to 
the work done in improving the 
breed by Otto Geller. He had been 
breeding Fox Terriers in Germany 
when he became interested in this 
then new breed. He made no 
secret of the fact that he intro- 
duced into it the blood of the Man- 
chester Terrier, familiarly known 
§s the black-and-tan. In a very 


short time the Doberman changed 
from the somewhat heavy, coarse 
type of the Rottweiler to the trim, 


Clean-cut terrier lines of the Man- 
chester, Most bloodlines of the out- 
standing dogs of this breed extend 
back to the kennels of Otto Geller 
and the black-and-tan blood with 
which he built up the present 
type.

BEST WATCHDOG 

As a watch dog it is unsurpassed, 
although perhaps from its terrier 
blood, it is a little inclined to be 
noisy unless properly controlled. It 
makes an excellent hunting dog, is 
hardy, and with its short, straight, 
sleck coat, is easy to care for. Orig- 
inally this breed's ears were 
cropped, and they still are in its 
native country, but in many of our 
states this practice is now against 
the law. The natural ear of the 
breed is like that of an hound, long 
and pendent. 

The Doberman is a medium- 
sized dog, males measuring twenty- 
four to twenty-seven inches at the 
shoulder, with the females measur- 

| ing twenty-three to twenty-five 
inches. It is, or should be, almost 
square, with a compactly built, 
well-proportioned body. The head 
| is long and clean-cut with the skull 
| flat on top; dark almond-shaped 
eyes, with a vigorous, alert expres- 
sion.

| straight, with firm pasterns and 
| compact paws. The tail is closely 
docked, The } "

RERLIN, Nov, 27.—Reichsfuehrer | 


Hitler announced todey he had ac- 
cepted the resignation of Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, Germany's “fin- 
ancia] wizard", as minister of ec- 
onomics and would combine the 
ministry with the four-year plan 
machinery to make Germany econ- 
omically self-sufficient 

Hitler said Dr. Sch@cht would be- 
eome his personal adviser and 
would continue in the cabinet as 
minister without portfolio. He also 
will continue as president of the 
Reichsbank. 


FUNK 18 NAMED ) 

Gen. Hermann Goering, head of 
the four-year plan, will be in 
charge of the ministry of economics 
until Jan. 15, when Walther Funk, 
the propaganda ministry's secret- 
ary of state, will take charge. 

Hitler's announcement, contained 
in a letter to Dr. Schacht released 
by the official news agency, came 
after the Fuehrer had declined pre- 
vious efforts of the minister of ec- 
onomics to withdraw. 


HITLER REFUSED 

Dr. Schacht, frequently reported 
at odds with General Goering over 
the overlapping of the four-year 
plan on his own program, announc-| 
ed Oct. 26 that he considered him-! 
self discharged from his duties, but 
Hitler refused to accept his resig- 
notion, 

Dr. Schacht became minister of 
economics in July, 1934. He is not 
a member of the Nazi party organ- 
ization,
